Awful Havoc Wrought by Cloudburst in 
South Carolina. 


Village of Pacolet Overwhelmed by Waters of Breaking 
Dams Large Cotton Mills at Pacolet, Clifton and Gien- 
dale Destroyed—General Devastation and Loss of Life 

and Property Caused by Rushing Torrents. 4 


PARTANBURG (S. c.) June 6.— 

Before the waters of a mighty flood 

Pacolet, 8. C., has been swept off 
thé map, and the great cotton mills of 
Spartanburg and Clifton,, S. C., have 
been wiped out b a storm, which 
struck this part of the country late 
last night. Up to the present hour it 
has been impossible to ascertain the 
loss of life. Six bodies have already 
been seen drifting down the stream. It 
is possible that many workers in the 
mills have gone down before the cur- 
rent. 

Pacolet and Clifton are situated in 
the defiles of two valleys, between 
lofty ranges of hills. Most of the 
homes of the workingmen are located 
in the valley near the mills in which 
they are laborers. 

The shadow of the storm settled over 
Spartanburg last night. It gathered 
force until the proportions of a giant 
cloudburst were reached when the 
downpour from the cloud swept away 
the dams, which, in turn, settled into 
one vast swirling stream, which rushed 
down the valley, where the mills are 
situated. At this hour (1 p.m.) the 
waters are roaring above houses an 
homes, where yesterday the spindle and 
the loom were at work, and a thousand 
‘Jaborers were busy. At is estimated 
that the property loss will reach 
$2,000,000. 

Victory Montgomery is the owner of 
the Pacolet mills at Spartanburg, and 
that at New Holland, Ga., which was 
so seriously crippled by the tornado, 
near Gainesville last Monday. 


LATER DETAILS. 


GENERAL DBVAFTATION. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
SPARTANBURG (G. 00 June 6.—4 

“and dawn to- 
da, resulting in general devastation 
apd destruction of life and property. 
All the bridges and trestles on tie 
| main line of the Southern Railway wete 
washed away. The «greatest destruc- 
tion of life and property eccurred at 
the Pacolet, Clifton and Glendak cot- 
ton mille. Wires are down and re- 
ports confikting, but it secms that 
twenty-five or thirty persons were 
drowned, mostly mi!lboperatives. 

The heaviest property loss was at 
the ill-fated Pacolet mills, where Pres- 
ident Victor Montgomery estimates the 
damage at $1,250,000. About 1200 epera- 
tives in these mille are thrown out 
of employment and within a few days 
will be in need of daily bread. 

Soon after the mill began operations 
this morning the water pressure at 
mill No. 1 became dangerous, the bo ler 
rooms were submerged and the work- 
men were ordered back. A little later 
the fury of the raging river struck 
mill No. 1, sweeping the plant entirely 
away. The strong current then swept 
against No. 2, demolishing that min 
and leaving only the cloth room stand- 
ing. The big bridge over the Pacolet 
River. a steel structure. was then car- 
ried away by the flood which had burst 
through the dams. The ware room, 
containing nearly 4000 bales of cotton 
and 4000 bales of domestic cloth, fol- 
lowed, all the cotton being carrie i down 
stream. 

At Pacolet mill, No. 3, one-half of 
the picker room and five stories on 
the left side of the main building were 
washed away. The main building, sup- 
ported by a thitk wall, is still stand- 
ing, but may collapse at any time. 
The boiler room has gone, but the 
smoke etack is yet standing. The dam 
at No. 3 is intact. All the machinery 
in this mill is ruined. 

At Gendale, four warehouses filled 
with cotton and cotton products were 
swept away along the dam across 
Lawson's fork and the trestle of the 
city electric railway. The min at 
Glendale was not materially damaged. 

At Converse, the main building of 
the Clifton factory collapsed and the 
flood rose until the second floor of 
‘the mill was under four feet of wa- 
ster, forty or fifty feet above the or- 
dinary stage. The Converse mill is 
-utterly demolished, nothing standing 
except the picker room building, whi: h 
is badly wrecked. Clifton mill, No. 3 
also lost its boiler room, engine room 
and smokestack.

TWELVE LIVES LOST.

Twelve lives were lost in the South 
Carolina cloudburst, according to re- 
ports received here at 2 p.m. 

The mills at Pacolet, 8. C., were sit- 
uated on rather low ground, and 
around them were grouped a hotel and 
a number of operatives’ cottages, all 
of which are said to have been washed 
away. The Pacolet mills, Nos. 1 and 
2, contained 59,322 spindles and 2360 
looms, and employed 1200 people. The 
population of the village is about 5000. 
The Clifton Manufacturing Company 
had three plants on Pacolet River, at 
Clifton and Converse. The larger ‘part 
of residences of the operatives there 
are on high ground. 

Much uneasiness is felt here for the 
Henrietta Mills, the largest in North 
Carolina, situated on Broad River.

WATERS ENCROACHING 
EAST ST. LOUIS. 


T. LOUIS, June 6.— East St. Louis, 
across the river from this city, 
with its 30,000 inhabitants and hun- 
dreda of millions of dollars in improve- 
ments, industrials and railroad ter- 
minals, is the pivotal point today in 
the flood situation. The Weather 
Pureau predicts a greater rise than 
during the disastrous flood of 1892, 
Little damage is feared in St. Louis. 
Only the lowlands in the north and 
south ends of the city are overflowed, 
and but little damage can be done 
along the river in front of this city 
itself, where first stories are invaded. 
Here, even if the river should go to 
38 feet, as predicted, the total damage 
would not exceed $50,000. At 1 o'clock 
the river gauge registered 35.1 feet. 
The freight yards of the railroads in 
Fast St. Louis lying north of the Eads 
bridge are all under water and it is 
with difficulty that passenger service “s 
being carried on with the Chicago and 
Alton tracks, the highest of the 
parallel roads running north from Re- 
lay station in East St. Louts, only one 
foot out of water. If the Mississippi 
shall rise one more foot, and a greater 
rise is predicted by the Weather 
Bureau, the current now beating 
against the tracks at many points be- 
tween the Merchants’ bridge and East 
St. Louis will rush over this last bar- 
rier and spread out, rushing upon all 
of East St. Louis that is not higher 
than the Relay station, to the south 
and to the north, taking gjl of Venice, 
Madison, and Granite Cif. Madison, 
Venice and Granite City, as well as 
portions of Hast St. Louis, were be- 
inn rapidly depopulated today. 
GREAT BREACH WIDENING.

I hate’ 
to return to a reference to these deeds, 
because it is such a horrible and re- 
pugnant task, but I am convinced that 
good will come from tending to keep 
alive the sympathy of the 
people in the future the victims who 
escaped with life. but with broken 
hearts and a dismal future. 

Meyer Weissman kept a store in one 
of the poorest of the Jewish quarters, 
He had lost an eye accidentally Wes 
a youth.

One girl of 17, a perfect 
type of Jewish beauty, had been for 
two hours in the hands of a dozen men 
who had killed her father and mother, 
and who left her for dead. On the 
next cot lay the mother of four chi- 
dren. She had not fully recovered cone 
sciousness. She too had been the vic- 
tim of twenty men, after being nearly 
beaten to death, 

At the rabbi's house, I met several 
more victims of the mod's nameless ine 
fami¢s. One pretty girl of 16 said her 
assailants were Russians, chiefly Semi- 
narists. She, Simmie Ztytchik, oy 
hame, was one of the twenty women 
who sought refuge in the loft of the 
house, No. 11 Niviairskai street, where 
the mob discovered them, and other 
groups of women hiding in like places. 
I have the names of ten women and 
girls I get at the rabbi’s house whe 
told me their awful experiences at the 
hands of the mob. Their experiences 
are too dreadful to print. Six other 
young girds were ashamed to come to 
the rabbi’s house to meet me and tell 
their awful experiences. The full 
number of women subjected to these 
most awful wrongs will never be 
known. 

INCREDIBLE BASENESS. 

During the continuance of the reign 
of terror, bouse-breaking and robberies 
were suspended apparently by consent 
during the night, while the 
sought the hiding places of the women 
to satiate their brutalities, The women 


wrongs, preferring to suffer in silence, 
The actual number of these victimes of

A thousand determined men, despite 
the action of the Chief of Police, could 
have saved many lives and prevented 
the outrages against the women and 
children. Leon Koulberry, a plucky 
Jew fireman, faced sixty Moldaviansa, 
and with a few assistants drove them 
out of his district. Many Russians of 
both sexes nobly exerted themselves to 
protect the women from the mob. Sev- 
eral officers of the artillery off duty 
did likewise, but from no quarter of 
the city did I learn of any attempt be- 
ing made by Russian or Moldavian 
clergymen to perform a similar Chris- 
tian duty. Instances of incredible base- 
ness on the part of the Moldavians 
were given me by various witnesses. 
These Moldavians lured the fugitives 
to supposed places of safety, and then 
killed them.

[Exclusive Dispatch. The Daily 
Dairo, official, gives the following de- 
tails of the recent deal with the Spey- 
ers. The New York bankers were au- 
thorized to purchase for the govern- 
ment 253,655 shares of the Mexican 
National Railroad Company. Directors 
of the company who are not resident 
are to be replaced by ones designated 
by the goVernment, thus giving the 
government absolute control of the en- 
tire system from the American frontier 
to the port of Vera Cruz. The govern- 
ment sells the interoceanic stock at a 
price in advance of what it paid for the 
same. No brokerage or commission 
will be paid to the bankers negotiating 
the deal. When the Speyers’ report 
they are ready to deliver the National 
holdings, President Diaz fill request 
from the necessary enabling 
act to authorigzs the transactions.

Moved to Zurich—No Protest Yet 


‘Made by United States Government 
Against Decree of Expulsion.

BERLIN, June 6.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Hugh J. Cannon, superintendent 
of the Mormon missidns in Germany, 
his wife, his secretary and assistant 
secretary were ordered by the police 
today to leave Prussian territory with- 
in three weeks. Similar orders are about 
to be served by the local authorities 
on eighty-six other missionaries in 
Prussia, under the decision of the gov- 
ernment to expel them all. It is quite 
unusual to serve the wives of Mormon 
missionaries with a separate notice. 
Mrs. Cannon has only been here a 
month. No explanation was given for 
the action taken except that the pres- 
ence of the Mormons was undesired. 

Mr. Cannon will move his headquarters 
to Zurich, Switserland. He has en- 
gaged a house there. From Zurich the 
missionaries will occasionally visit the 
Mormon communities in Prussia, who 
have 1200 members in groups of fifteen 
to twenty each. The German pastors 
continue their services. 

No protest has yet been made against 
the expulsion of the Mormons. Elder 
Francis M. Lerman of Salt Lake, now 
in London, the European superintend- 
ent of the Mormon mission, has been 
advised of the action of the authori- 
ties, and is waiting to see if Washing- 
ton will take up the case of a few who 
were iil treated. Through these cus 
it is hoped the Prussian governmen: 
may be led to reverse the expulsion e- 
cree, and that several German States. 
notably Saxony. Hesse and Wurtem- 
bure, may also reconsider their decree 
expelling.

HIGH WATER IN IDAHO.

‘WO HUNDRED LIVES 
IN GREAT DANGER. 


VILLAGE SURROUNDED BY RAPIDL 
RISING WATER. 


Inhabitants of Black Walnut, Mo., 
in Imminent Danger of Drowning. 
Relief Boat Cannot Go to Their Rescue 
on Account of Height of Flood. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M.) 

ST. LOUIS, June 6.—Two hundred 
people in the village of Black Walnut, 
on the north bank of the Missouri 
River, twenty-five miles northwest of 
St. Louis, are surrounded by rapidly- 
rising waters. Their lives are in grave 
danger. 

Their condition was learned at St. 
Charles tonight, and Sheriff Dierks of 
that city telephoned to the St. Louis 
police for aid in rescuing the imper- 
iled villagers. 

Immediately Harbor Commissioner 
Whyte was notified and requested to 
rush the harbor boat to Black Walnut. 
The appeal was futile, however, be- 
cause the high water will not permit 
a river steamer to pass up stream un- 
der the Eads bridge. 

Sheriff Dierks at St. Charles tele- 
phoned that the water is rising rapid! 
and that unless the people are rescued 
there will be great loss of life before 
morning. 

The Conlogue levee, just south of 
East St. Louis, broke at midnight, and 
the 500 colored families Who inhabit 
that district, were driven from their 
homes. Many had narrow escapes from 
drowning. 

7 o'clock tonight the register stood 
35.4 feet, a rise of 7 in twelve hours. 

Forecaster Bowie predicted thnight 
that the rise. will continue rapidly for 
the next forty-eight hours, and that 
a stage of 37.5 feet wijl be reached 
by Monday. It is estima that with- 
in a radius of twenty miles from St. 
Louis the flood has rendered 26,000 
people homeless, and submerged 200,006 
acres of fertile farming land. 


SITUATION AT TOPEKA. 


WATER STILL IN STREETS.

THE DEVORE DIAMOND COMPANY 
MYSTERY DEEPENS.

J. A. Remmel, State Manager, Could 
Not be Found—Company’s Office in 
San Francisco Closed—Gloomy Out- 
look for Local Speculators. 


Local investors in the Devore Dia- 
mond Cempany, which recently closed 
its Los Angeles agency for reasons that 
have not been divulged, are just a little 
worried. In spite of the assurance of 
J. A. Remmel, State mandger of the 
get-rich-quick concern, that the com- 
peny will soon resume operations in 
this city, they are not so sure now that 
they will wear diamonds as they were 
when first separated from their coin. 

The door-knob of No. 442 Douglass 
building, the former office of the com- 
pany, Was grasped many time yester- 
day by anxious speculators, who were 
seeking, without success, some expla- 
nation from the officers. The door still 
bears the name of the company, and 
that of A. C. Porterfield, late manager 
for Southern California, who has re- 


has been stripped of its fixtures, and 
it is evident that the Devore Diamond 
Company has taken away all that be- 
longs to it, and perhaps more. 

Efforts are being made by those who 
have contracts with the company to 
locate some one who will be able to 
shed light as to its future plans and 
‘operations, but thus far their efforts 
have been without avail. All efforts 
to locate the local managers have re- 
—_ in the discovery that they have 
gone to parts unknown, and telegrams 
sent to San Francisco regarding the 
whereabouts of J. A. mmel, State 
manager of the company, elicit the re- 
ply that that gentleman can't be found. 
Not a single clew as to his whereabouts 
or present address could be had. Rem- 
mel has joined the list of missing man- 
agers, and the Devore company has 
developed in to a full fledged disap- 
pearing syndicate.“ 

Although those who were known to 
have invested heavily in the company’s 
get-rich-quick schem have expressed 
themselves as satisfied that all would 
vet be well, in spite of the fact that 
they now hold overdue contracts which 
the company has not yet honored, there 
was one investor who emitted a com- 
plaint yesterday, and in broken Eng- 
lish demanded her money back.

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SANTA ANA. 
DR. JULIUS A. CRANE DEAD. 
SANTA ANA, June 6.—Dr. Julius A. 
Crane, the pioneer physician of Sante 
Ana and well known throughout the 
State as superintendent of the Agnews 


asylum for the insane, died suddenly 


at his residence this morning of heart 
disease, from which he has been a suf- 
ferer for a number of years. Dr. Crane 


spent the morning in town, attending 


to matters of business, and upon going 
home at noon laid down for a brief 
rest before dinner. When his wife went 
to summon him a few minutes later 
he was dead. No arrangements for the 
funeral have yet been made. 

Dr. Crane was born in 1846 in Port- 
age county, O., and received his medi- 
eal education at the Charity Hospital 
Medical College of Cleveland, also 
taking an M.D. degree at Western Re- 

— serve. From 1873 to 1875 he was first as- 
; sistant. physician in the Iowa State 
Hospital for the Insane at Mt. Pleas- 
ant, which sition he resigned to come 
to California. After a year in the 
northern part of the State he settled in 
. this city in 1876, where he practiced his 
profession in the pioneer days of the 
country. Of late years he had restricted 
his practice considerably and during 
the last few months of his residence 
here had done nothing in a medical 
way. | 
Dr. Crane was superintendent of the 
Agnews Asylum for the Insane at 
Stockton over two years. At the be- 
ginning of this year he resigned to re- 
turn to Santa Ana, and he has lived 
—here since, attending to various prop- 
@rty interests. At the time of his 
death he was apparently in the best of 
health, although he and close friends 
were aware that the nature of his dis- 
ease was such that the end might come 
at any time. | 
Dr. Crane was one of the early pro- 
moters of the Orange County Medical 
Association, an honorary member of 
the Los Angeles Medical Association, 
and also a member of the American 
Medical Association. Locally he was 
instrumental in the formation of the 
Santa Ana Vallev Immigration Society 
and was at one time president of the 
Santa Ana Gas Company. Three addi- 
tions of city-lot tracts in the city bear 
his name, and he was interested ex- 
tensively in property throughout the 
county. He had been identified with 
the Republican party and had repre- 
sented the county in State and Con- 
gressional conventions. He leaves only 
a widow.

That kind of an investment in the bet- 
they expect to make homes with the 
borrowed money. Their families are 
dependent upon them; they will stay. 
That kin of an investment in the bet- 
ter portion of the Western lands could 
scarcely be improved. ; 

As the struggle for wealth grows 
fiercer the promises and parade of the 
investment brokers grows more insist- 
ent and boldness increases. It is wel! 
to weight the situation carefully; to 
look at the moral hazard as well as 
the material security, and to be sure 
that if there comes a day of adversity 
the backing of the borrower will be 
something more than monetary bene- 
fit. The wise investor is not a ma- 
chine merely: he looks at all sides of 
his proposition—and he looks long and 
well at the moral risk as well as the 
material seecurity.—{New-York Finan-

Electric Whips. 

In the stockyards at Chicago an 
electric goad has taken che place of a 
whip in urging the animals along 
through the various hpassages to their 
place of execution. 

This implement has been found to 
have many advantages, mainly in the 
fact that it is even more effective than 
the whip, and does not in any way af- 
fect the meat. 

The idea has been further im- 
proved upon in the invention of James 
A. Giles of Elberton, Ga., a letter car- 
rier, who has conceived «he notion of 
using electricity to urge-along his horse 
when attached to the carriage. 

The wagon made use of by Mr. 
Giles in the pursuit of his daily voca- 
tion must be entirely enclosed in or- 
der to pfotect the mail mater from 
the weather, and under the circum- 
stances the use of a whip of the ordi- 
nary type is a very inconvenient 
matter. 

So the suggestion occurred to him to 
make use of an electric current as a 
substitute for the lash. His first ex- 
periments in this line were successful 
in the extreme, and he at once built 
a substantial device to be permanently 
made a part of his traveling outfit. 

Now, when he wants to stir his steed 
up a Itle, he merely gives a few 
turns to the handle of a small gen- 
erator, and the effect on the _animal 
is like magic. Mr. Gtles is of the opin- 
ten that these occasional shocks of 
electricity are decidedly beneficial to 
the animal instead of doing injury *

What is Climate Worth? | |

Some of our astern 
fond of charging that we 
in selling real estets, charge for our 
climate. This seems to them a very 
humorous remark, but it is not halt 
so funny as it may appear to them. 
For instance, the unfortunate people 
of Topeka and Kansas City, and other 
cities that have been visited by floods, 
would doubtless agree that a resi- 
dence lot in a section where one is 
reasonably assured arainst being 
drowned, or blown away, or struck 
by lightning, is worth a little more 
foot than property in a city where 
such catastrophes are liable to occur 
at any mement. But how about 
earthquakes, say some of our Eastern 
friends? Yes, how about earthquakes? 
There have probaaly been about fifty 
people killed by earthquakes in Cali- 
fornia, during the past fifty years. 
How many were killed in that single 
earthquake in Charleston, and how 
many lives have been sacrificed, east 
of the mountains, during that period, 
by floods, and tornadoes, and cyclones, 
and sunstrokes, and lightning, and 
other catastrophes that are unknown 
in California? Yes indeed, whether or 
not we really charge extra for our 
climate, we certainly have a perfect 
— to do so. “Which nobody can 
ny.” 


Concerning the Board. 

The steps taken during the past few 
weeks for the organization of a Real 
Estate Bxchange, or Association to be 
known as the Los Angeles Realty 
Board, shows that some, at least, of

But it must be ad- 
mitted, at the outset, that there are 
grave difficulties in the way, and that 
many well-meaning and reputable 
dealers will be deterred from joining 
like the 
many other real estate exchanges 
that have preceded it in this locality,

therefore, of assisting somewhat in the 
attainment of ultimate success by the 
institution, a fen suggestions are haze 
arded. Broad-guaged, progressive 
principles should be incorporated in the 
framework of the organization, and 
should be put into practical operation 
in its workings. The general better- 
ment of the conditions under which the 
business is conducted, rather than the 
advancement of the interests of any 
particular firm, or set of firms, should 
be the object of the association. The 
enforcement of a few simple rules. 
looking to the accomplishment of this 
object, will have more chance of being 
put into successful operation than a 
more complicated system of la- 
tions. Avoid the idea that the asso- 
ciation, or board, can be made either 
sufficiently numerous or sufficiently 
compact to enable you to dictate to 
owners, publishers, or legal bodies, 
with whpm you have dealings. The 
fundamental neipies of trade were 
in existence long before the Los An- 
geles Realty Board was thought of. 
Don’t imagine that your association 
will be strong enough to change, or 
set aside, those principles. Only by ad- 
hering to them can your association 
hope to succeed. At the preliminary

Some insile tracts, in 
which street improvements are being 
made, and made subject to city in- 
spection, are open to criticism. In a 
tract which lies on Fourth Street just 
east of the Los Angeles river and be- 
tween the river bed and the higher 
grounds beyond, lots ranging from % 
by 101 to 30 by 140 feet and averaging 
about 25 feet front by 115 feet deep 
are offered for sale, and some of them 
are selling at from $250 to $450 each. 
One who buys a lot that is [0 feet 
front by 150 feet deep, at $500, pays $10 
per front foot, or 6 2-3 cents per 
square foot. A person who buys one 
of these little jim crow lots of 25x115 
feet at $450 pays $18 per front foot, and 
u proportionate sum per square foot. 
Thus lots in a low level, with narrow 
streets, narrow sidewalks, are 
smaller than the average American 
citizen would care to be cooped up in. 
Such lots are rarely found in this city 
outside of the Chinese quarter, are 
sold at a higher price than standard 
sized lots, in high and dry and sight- 
ly localities in other and more desira- 
ble portions of the city.

The Exposition Building at Sydney, 
Austrailia, in which was held the In- 
ternational Exposition of 1879, was de- 
signed by Mr. Blackmann. The dome 
of that structure was 100 feet in diam- 
eter, and the building was so arranged 
that over 20,000 people could, it is said, 
be comfortably seated in the houge at 
the same time. The Paramatta Expo- 
sition building, and numerous other 
public structures in Australia, were 
also planned and erected under the su- 
nervision of Mr. Blac kmann, and 
there is no doubt that the plans he 
has prepared for the convention hal 
are meritorious. In describing them, *

* public building should be 40 
signed in such a way as to raise the 
artistic standard of architecture, be it 
in the refinements of a Greek order, 
the solemn sincerity of Gothic design, 
or the picturesque dash of Spanish 
Renaissance. In it should be embodied 
the graceful proportions and the lofty 
dignity with which we usualy credit 
the grand edifices of Vignola, or Palla- 
dio, and it should call for the closest 
study, not only of the many noble 
buildings of the past, but of the grand- 
est triumphs of modern scientific con- 
struction. 

The sketch herewith submitted pre- 
sents a design for a convention hall in 
the Palladian Palazzo style externally, 
but of modern steel construction inter- 
nally. It is believed to be majestic in 


its proportions and pleasing in its ar-. 


chitectural grandeur and simplicity. 
The building is approached by a mag- 
nificent broad flight of steps 160 feet

from which the people spread right 
and left to the seats of the lower tier 
of balconies, one-half going down and 
the other half going up- thus divid- 
ing the current of the crowd. The up- 
per tier of balconies is reached by four 
inclined ways, twelve feet wide, also 
by a broad double flight of steps at 
each end of the building, and under 
which carriages may drive in and pass 
round the arena and out the other end 
in parades, horse shows, etc.

Yet with all this incPease of na- 
tional wealth there is still a vast amount of poverty in 
our midst. Why is it that there are individuals to be 
found in every community whe do not seem to share in 
the general prosperity? The fault does not seem to lie in 
our political or social system, for every man is equal 
before the law, and every man has the right to pursue 
without let or hindrance any calling that he may desire 
for which he is fitted. | 
There are causes which produce poverty which the 
average citizen docs not stop to carefully consider. Says 
Dr. Berends, a most intelligent writer on social questions, 
“Tiliteracy, intemperance, overcrowding, and the loose- 
ness of the marriage tie, these are the four social causes 
of pauperism; personal vices in their inception, but 
grown to their present alarming proportions by public 
indifference and complicity, and society must throttle 

them or perish under their growing fangs.

Religious Merchandise. 


A part of the bazaar is given up to icons and religious 
merchandise.

They buy brass and gold-plated images of the Savior 
to hang up in the houses and churches. Every living-| 
room has such an image, and as a rule a candle is kept 
burning below it. The face of the Madonna or saint is 
painted, and the brass or gold so cut that it forms the 
clothing and frame of the image.

As it is now, the 
average Russian is not worth one-fifth as much as the 
average American. There are vast territories where the 
earnings of the inhabitants are not more than 12 cents 
a day, and altogether the foreign trade is now worth only 
five or six dollars per person. 

The people live upon almost nothing, a few cents a day 
supplying them with their black bread and cabbace 
soup, and their clothes being the cheapest of the cheap. 

Most of these Russians are farmers, but there are a 
million and a half who are now working in the factories, 
and there are at least four millions who carry on village 
industries in addition to tilling the soil. But all this I 
shall describe as I go over the country. 


St. Petersburg in 1903. 


In this letter I want to tell you scmething about St. 
Petersburg, and how it does business. I was here ten 
years ago, but since that time an almost new capital has 
sprung up on the banks of the Neva.

The idea that ball games were played upon these courts 
originated, Dr. Fewkes says, from the finding in or near 
them of spherical stones, varying from four inches to 
several feet in diameter. But these stone balls were evi- 
dently water-worn river boulders, carried to these places 
for some purpose, possibly for use in the worship cf 
water. The Moki and Zuni people of our Southwest, in 
their crude phiiosophy of cause and effect, believe that 
ceremonial use of anything worn by water K potent in 
causing rain. The archaeologist does not believe these 
stone balls were used in games, for the reason that the 
aboriginal Porto Ricans were described by the early 
Spanish explorers as having played ball with spheres 
made of vegetable resin. Moreover, many of the stone 
balls are too large to have been handled. Oviedo, the 
first Spanish chronicler of Porto Rico, described these. 
games with resin balls, and stated that the chiefs or ca- 
elques sat upon stone chairs while witnessing them.

the exquisitely carved figure of a kneeling man upon 
theshandle, was brought back with him, and inasmuch 
as it has the same form as the others which he saw, he 
believes it to have served the same purpose. 

The dance courts studied by the archaeologist were 
probably built before the discovery of America by Co- 
lumbus. At the time of the advent of the Spaniards, 
the neighboring regions were inhabited by a people 
whose chief, Guarionex, took part in a battle, not far 
from the present city of Ponce, which was waged against 
Ponce de Leon. Guarionex commanded a thousand or 
more warriors. In that battle Agubana II, head chief 
of all the Porto Ricans of that part of the island, was 
killed and the whole power of his armies crushed. It is 
said that Agubana was killed by a shot from Ponce 
Leon's own weapon. 


When First Seen by Whites. 


Columbus had landed at the northwestern corner of 
the island, bringing his ships into the harbor still called 
Aquadillo. During his stay he captured a beautiful 
Porto Rican maiden, whom he called Catalina. But Cat- 
alina was not particularly fascinated with her white 
lords. She jumped from the caravel into the sea, an4 
swam two miles to an outlying island, She was never 
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heard of more. Columbus sailed away, and Porto Rico 
was pot again visited by white men until 1508, when 
Ponce de Leon, then Governor of Santo Domingo, was 
attracted there by reports of the island's natural wealth.

and it was carefully plucked out by the roots wherever 
evident. Just as the priests of ancient Greece and Rome 
were the real oracles which spoke to the ignorant multi- 
tude, the priests af the ancient Porto Ricans, standing 
behind the statues of their deities, were the mouth- 
pieces of these gods. 

The island kings or caciques are described as sitting 
thrones. They wore upon their 
breasts plates of beaten gold, banda of stones across their 
brows, gold earrings, necklaces and bands of beads about 
their waists. They wore kilts or aprons of cotton, but 
otherwise were nude. The married women wore these 
dame aprons, but the men and maidens were entirely 
nude, save for the ornaments and paint.

The houses of these people were pavilions woven of 
pelm leaves. The aboriginal architecture survives to 
this day among the Gibaros or mixed bloods. 

Dr. Fewkes brought with him a number of large stone 
rings precisely the shape of horse collars, and of about 
the same size. There is a tradition that these were 
placed about the heads of corpses to weigh them down 
and prevent the evil spirits from bearing them away. 


Evidences of Cannibalism. 


ear Manati, on the north coast, Dr. Fewkes made ex- 
cave known as “the cave of the 
swallows.” It is about 100 feet deep, and looks out upon 
the ocean. The legends of the country round say that 
buccaneers once buried a chest of gold here, and many 
diggings have been made by the country people. 
the current belief that the caves of the island are inbab- 
ited by demons. One night a digger in the cave neat 
Manati heard a voice say that the man who found the 
chest of treasure would die a violent death. That suf- 
ficed to stop excavation until undertaken by the archae 
olovist. But he was seeking treasure of another sori 
which the other seeker had overlooked. He found the 
walls of the cave filled with pictographs and some fallen 
rocks with human heads chiseled upon them. The floor 
Was covered with bat guano, ashes and fragments of pot- 
tery. There were evidences of past feasts—bones of 
birds and beasts. Looking further he unburied from the 
“These indicate that at one time 
there may have been cannibalistic feasts in this cave,“ 
said he, “but there is not enough present evidence to 
substantiate this beyond a doubt. 

He entered another cave near by. Crawling in iu tbe 
dark he penetrated to its very depth, where he found a 
niche cut in the rock. This niche had probably been an 
aboriginal shrine. Upon it lay a number of small tur- 
quoize pendants, perhaps earrings. From these caves he 
brought fragments of a skull and other bones. One jaw- 
bone is evidentiy syphilitic, and may throw some light 
upon the mooted question as to whether one of our most 
dresd diseases originated in the New or Old World. 

These caves were used for secular and religious pur- 
poses, and some as burial places, in the doctor's opinion. 
He found a widespread belief that their supernatural oc- 
eupants will appropriate anything left at their mouths. 


Mistaken fer Inventor. 


An amusing story was told by Dr. Fewkes in connerc- 
tion with his purchase of relics from the country people. 
Most of the latter possessed stone hatchets left by the 
aboriginal Porto Ricans. These they called “thunder- 
bolts,” and it was their belief that by banging one in the 
eaves of a house immunity against lightning was insured. 
Before selling one to the doctor, the owner would gen- 
erally wind a bit of string about it, retire and pretend 
to place the relic in the fire. 
the archaeologist. and the explanation was made that the 
string would not burn off when in conjunction with the 
stone. Therefore the latter was a true thunderbolt. Dr. 
Fewkes bought so many “thunderbolts” in the country 
that there got abroad the story that he had made a won- 
cerful invention. He had dmcovered a method of grind- 
ing the stones into powder and of extracting some ex- 
plosive constituent which they bad brought down from

EXPERIMENTS OF A HuN- 
DRED YEARS HENCE. 


From the London Leader. 


OW many of us realize that, except for a small | 

tribute in the shape of fish food, and certain salts, 

the ocean is today almost a dead loss to the world, 
and, what is worse, the greatest of all obstacles to 
progress? It separates us from our kin, wrecks our 
ships; claims an eéver-increasing toll of dead, and is 
barren, fruitless, a mere receptacle for garbage. A hun- 
dred years hence, we shall have awakened to these 
facts, and found means to make “the caverns vast of 
ocean old” something better than a subject for the 
dreamer and a resting place for the dead whom it mur- 
ders. 
Not every dream, however, can be realized—not even 
the engineer’s. Some years ago, certain ardent spirits 
in France annnounced that the Desert of Sahara lay be- 
low the level of the sea, and could be flooded from the 
Atlantic or Mediterranean. The effect of this, R was 
considered, would not merely be to inconvenience cer- 
tain inconsiderable Arabs, but to change entirely the 
Climate of the rest of Equatorial Africa. Thanks to the 
beneficent waves of ocean, lands at present uninhabit- 
able would, it was declared, become fertile and salubri- | 
ous. The project was dismissed or shelved as imprac- 
tieable, from engineering difficulties. Shall we, a hun- 
dred years hence, have met these difficulties? 


What We Dare Not Do. 


Probably not. To work such changes in the distribu- 
tion of land and water will be a thing, not indeed be- 
yond the power of the next century's engineers, but be- 
yond their daring. The accomplishment of them would 
be attended by frightful disasters, some of which can 
be readily estimated, but of which the worst would prob- 
ably remain unforeseen and unimagined until the irre- 
vocable moment of fulfillment. To increase to this ex- 
tent the area of the world’s oceans, without increas- 
ing (as of course we could not increase) their mass, 
would perceptibly lower the level of the sea everywhere, 
and in accordance with the well-kaown hydrostatic law, 
things would “right themselves” on a chaotic scale. Ev- 
ery narrow strait in the world, every oceanic canal, 
would become, for the time being, a roaring cataract. 
The Mediterranean would rush tumultuously out through 
the Straits of Gibraltar and the Suez Canal, and the 
overfiow would flood the adjacent lands. The Straits 
of Dover would roar like Niagara, and all Kent, and the 
low-lying northeast corner of France, would be devas 
tated. The lethmus of Panama would at the same time 
be swept away: South America would become an 
island, for the narrow banks of the completed Panama 
Canal would certainly give way before the weight of the 
two oceans, All the rivers of the world would. rush down 
in spate until they ran nearly dry from the increased 
outfall. The sea would recede from all the coasts. 
Along with this fall in the level of the sea would come 
tempests such as, since the appearance of man on the 
planet, the world has never known. For the sea-sup- 
ported atmosphere would euck into its vacuum the whole 
weight of the overlying air, until pressure was equalized. 
And the climate of all the world would be ceconstituted 
in new and probably inconvenient ways. 3 


What We Shall Do. 


No. We cannot venture thus to change the face of 
creation. What we can and shall do is to maké the beet 
of it. In a hundred years’ time, many countries at 
present undeveloped will be rich and populous. Can- 
ada for one example, has an area greater than that of 
the United States, with a population smaller than the 
population of London. And Canada, endowed 4s she is 
with almast every source of wealth, will before long be- 
come perhaps the richest country in the world. By this 
time gext century, it will also be one of the most pop- 
vious. Siberia, again, with many fertile and salubgious 


time next century. But even when all the regions 
available have been populated and made use of, the cen- 
ters of civilization will probably lie very much where 
they lie now: and here the congested populations will 
have found that they can no longer tolerate the waste 
of a neglected ocean. As we push outward, and ever out- 
ward, from thé center of England, the seaboard will 
have to be utilized and extended. „There is nothing to 
mant the engineers of a hundred years hence in the proj- 
ect of erecting on the.sea a vast floating city. quite as 
salubrious and convenient as the present cities of terra 
firma, and substantial enough to resist storm and every 
motion of the sea, except the tides on which the city 
will rise and fall . 

“Ocean City.” 

There are great advantages in a city thus founded, as 
compared with those we at present inhabit. There will 
be no particular reason at firat for economy of space 
or for insalubrious overcrowding (since the ocean has 
no landlord.) and breadth would make for stability, as 
well as for convenience. Traffic would employ an en- 
tirely new vehicle, the skimmer. It is a thing beyond 
doubt that the ships of a hundred years hence will not 
float in the sea. but ride on its surface, thus evading 
both the instability and resistance at present so trouble- 
some to marine engineers. As scon as the. necessity 


, she makes malt; and from Russia her rye, 


will long since have been called for by the requirements 
of other localities, the air of dwelling-houses in Ocean 
City will be wholesomely freed from damp. 


The Anhydrator. 


For we shall certainly not have failed to act upon 
our knowledge of the fact that atmospheric damp ts 
responsible for the unhealthfulness of certain areas; and 
we shall have learned, by means of the anhydrator, to 
provide any place with exactly the degree of dryness 
necessary to perfect healthfulness. Probably the 
apparatus will at the same time absorb all carbonic acid 
part of the nitrogen present in the air, so that the 
latter will, by the anhydrator, be rendered fresh and in- 
vigorating even in the most crowded places—for fresh 
air will be at a premium in A. D. 2000. The same appa- 
‘ratus, by desiccating the air to the extreme point, will 
keep the houses of Ocean City dry, and thus do away 
with an objection which would make homes built on 
the water insufferable today. 


Making Use of the Sea. 


In other ways, too, the sea will be made use of. We 
shall get our salt from it ff we still eat salt, the process 
of separation. being, probably, electro-magnetic. But 
the chief gift of the sea to the life of the future will be 
the two gases of which water is composed—oxygen and 
hydrogen. Both will be staple commodities a hundred 
years hence. Liquefied oxygen will be our sole dis- 
infectant, for it greatly excels all others. It, will also 
replace the poisonous, noisome, and destructive bleach- 
ing agents used today. Hydrogen, the lightest of all 
‘gases, will be another staple of commerce. It will prob- 
ably be the only fuel employed, for its combustion fur- 
nishes the greatest heat terrestrially known, and its 
flame is smokeless and yields no ppisonous by-product. 
Moreover, the evaporation of liquid hydrogen produces, 
by a rt of curious revenge, the greatest available 
cold. if anything in the nature of balloons should sur- 
vive the century, hydrogen will inflate them. There are 
moreover, vast riches as yet undreamed of below the 
surface of the ocean and beneath its floor. There can 
be no question that the needs of the world will have 
taught us to tap them; and the sea, instead of lying 
waste and wasteful as it does at present. will be one of 
our greatest sources of wealth a hundred years hence.

SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 
Germany is on the eve of a tremendous political strug- 
gie. In June of this year the general election will take 
piace, when the intense and bitter feeling of hatred be- 
tween the classes and the masses will find vent at the polls. 
Socialism is today stronger in Germany than it ever was. 
and the Socialists more bitterly detest the ruling classes, 
the Emperor, the aristocracy, the bureaucracy and the 
army, than ever before. In Germany at the present 
time two great parties are composed of extremists. At the 
one end are the Socialists, who are always willing to 
fight with clamor for reforms, who oppose the high tariff 
because it increases the price of bread and adds to the 
fortunes of the great landowners, who would sweep the 
army and compulsory conscription out of existence if 
they could, and who have no love for the institution of 
monarchy. At the other end is the Center, or Catholic, 
party, a party of reaction, whose leading men are in- 
tolerant, who would throttle the press and keep the 
people in subjection under the iron heel of the army. 
The Socialists now have fifty-eight members of the 
Reichstag, and confidently expect the election in June to 
add considerably to their numbers. The Center party 
is also looking forward to gains which will be made at . 
the expense of the Conservatives. In the German Reich- 
stag there are almost gs many groups as in the French 
chamber. and in addition to the Socialists one finds Radi- 
cals and members of the People’s and Union parties. 
These, while affiliated with the Socialists and generaliy 
believing in their tenets, do not belong to the Socialistic | 
party proper, and are factions independent of them. In 
days gone by the Gefman Radical party was a force; 
but of later years it has lost its power, and its place

T some early time, in a manner that we do not 
A understand clearly today, despite all our study, cer- 
tain single, living cell 
world. 
These creatures, in consisting of only one cell each, re- 


beings appeared in the 


sembled the bacteria, amoebes and similar “infusoria’”’ of others. But their power was limited by their number 


today in this characteristic. 
Each of these cell beings carried out all the undertak- 
ing of simple life by itself. It 
(through primitive fissure.) betrayed certain sensations 
and took nourishment. 

The methods of this nourishment were different. in 
one case inofganic, mineral matter was taken in as we 
see it done today among the plants; in the other case, 
organic stuffs, already dissolved, were taken in the shape 

alf other cell-beings, as we see feeding done today smong 
the true animals. Both methods are to be seen today 
among the bacteria. : 

Let us remain with those single cells that already had 
reached the point of nourishing themselves as “animals,” 


by conquering other animals and weaker single cells and 
devouring them. 


This process of devouring and the entire process of 


nutrition in such a simple being proceeded without any 
organ—entirely without stomach or intestine. Just 
no single cell in our stomachs has a stomach of its cwn, 
so did that single cell of the dim past lack a stomach. 
It surrounded its food with its whole jelly-like cell 
body, took it in whole and digested it whole, something 
as a drop of water will swallow a tiny bit of red color 
and become permeated with it till it is red through and 
through. We can still see this primitive node of feed- 
ing in living single cells of our time. 


A Primordial Compact. 


Then there came the first great advance. The prim- 
ordial beings, hitherto strictly solitary, came (égether 
here and there and formed themseives into the very 
simplest forms of communities. 


Let us assume that about a hundred of such cell indi- 
viduals formed a clum». Each of them previously had 
moved itself forward in the water by leagthening iis 
soft body into a pointed, inin thread, whose flimmering 
motions whirled the tiny thing head. The newly 
formed clump of communistic cell creatures also needed 
such motion. So, as the cells combine. each protruded 
its little filament end freely, and before long the first 
mutual act of the clump was to achieve a certain meas- 
ure of motion, by which all the filaments were swung in 
even tempo. Thus, at last, the whole clump began to 

move in a forward direction.

80. in this 1 part of the sphere, there developed a certain 


number of cells that fed, digested and became torpid con- 
tinuously, until at last they did nothing else, ceasing en- 
tirely to furnish motive power to the ball. But to bal- 
ance this, a constant stream of juices flowed from these 
overfed cells into the rest of the sphere. The division 
of labor into feeding cells and motor cells began to de- 
_ velop according to rule. So one day there appeared a 
sphere whose forward pole consisted entirely of feeding 
cells pure and simple, while the opposite end consisted 
of motor cells alone. 
With this change, the necessity became even greater 
that the forward cells should eat enough to supply all the 


and there was no room for more at the forward pole. 
What happened? 

Suppose that it were desired to crowd an immense 
number of persons together on one of the poles of this 
earth to catch something falling from the sky. How 
could the greatest number be accommodated with room? 

Simply by dizging a deep pit whose bottom and sides 
could be lined with people. This is just what the cells 
did. First they formed a shallow pit. At last they 


formed a concave hollow toward the inner part of the 


sphere; that is, the sphere collapsed inward, like a rub- 
ber ball from which the air has been squeezed.

Their supply of 
nourishment could be given to them constantly. 


4 Original Animal. 


Now, suppose a person who knows nothing at all of 
cells and cell communities were to capture such a cup- 
formed mass. What sort of an animal would he imagine 
it to be?

very simply constructed creature, which possessed only 
two organs. On the outside is a skin, clothed, after the 
manner of many animals, with fine points—hairs. The 
animal swims in a straight line, propelled by the flim- 
mering impulse of these hairs. 

Inside the anima! has a stomach, with which it eats 
and digests. This combination of only two organs— 
stomach and skin—gives the thing a primitive appear- 
ance. One perceives that it stands low in the scale of 
animal development. But, at any rate, it has organs— 
most important, a stomach.

And now we begin to see how the foi probicm reaped 
the greatest benefit from this social community.

„ Bow feeding places more quickly, propelled as it was by 
united powers; the chief gain lay in a spontaneous di- 
vision of labor. 

Before that, whenever a single-cell arch-being obtained 
a choice bit of food, it would become torpid for a 
while. It drew its filament end in and lay still. In the 
new community, too, whenever a single cell ate, it would 
fall into this digestive torpor. But now it was fast in 
the mags that moved as a whole. Even if it wa: inast- 
ive itself, the sphere dragged it along. 

So, even during its digestive sleep, it rolled toward new 
food supply, avoided dangers, in brief, enjoyed all the 
advantages of motion.

What I have explained simply and without scientific 
terms is the ground principle of the famous theory of 

Gastraea. 

It was first formulated sharply and decisively by Ernst 
‘Springing from the Greek word “Gaster” (the 
stomach) it describes that cup-shaped animal form 
whose genesis the reader has beheld. _ 

The “arch-stomach animal” we might call it in plain 
English. 3 

Haeckel furnished proof that such a creature, with 
primitive “division of labor” into skin and stomach, 
must indeed have been the arch and root form of the 
whole higher animal world in the gray*days of world 
evolution. 

The formation of primitive beings into cell communi- 
ties, cell chumps or cell bladders, occurred repeatedly in 
the beginning of life. Such cell clumps then developed 
in two wholly different directions—some in the direction 
of the many-celled true plant, the others in the direction. 
of the many-celled true animal, te 


The Chéracteristic of Animals. 


The plant shows no stomach in the sense of the stom- 
ach of the animal. Even thongh some higher plants— 
the so-called insectivorous plants—produce juices like 
the gastric juices and “digest” captured insects, the pro- 
eess has nothing in common with genuine stomach and 
intestinal formation. But in all animals—with the ex- 
ception of only a very few degenerated parasites—the 
stomach is the most characteristic organ, and one that is 
developed even where the nervous system still is lack- 


So the beginning of the stomach, the appearance in 
the world of the arch-stomach animal or gastraea, is 
the great vital moment in the life history of the higher 
animale. 

In the family tree of these higher — as Haeckel 
has worked it out, the gastraea forms the point of de- 
parture for all ramifications, all upward developmeiit. 
Two main branches go out from it in the beginning, 
working out, by two different methods, the mode of life 
of the cell cup. 

In one branch the living cup gave up its swimming

? Though the town seems centuries lost in slumber, it 
has active interests of its own. On the lowlands are the 
large cement works, owned by the English, worked by 
the coolies, raising their smoking chimneys in grim out- 
Une, and turning the clay into multitudinous barrels of 
cement, and vast quantities of tilcs and bricks. 

For their opium manufacture the Chinese pay the 
Portuguese a tribute of $35,000, Mexican, semi-annually. 
The approach to the factory is lined with boxes piled 
high, that have brought the roxious seed from India. 
They are heavily tarred, that the seams may be water-. 
proof, and they will be reshipped to India, to be filled 
anew. The iow, dirty building suggests a smithy. Hun- 
dreds of coolies, stripped to the waist, stoop over the long 
row of stone ovens, which are fitted with brightly bur- 
nished bowls of brass. They bend above the baleful 
brown liquid, and with a long-handled brush ceaselessly 
stir and swab it into paste. Not a second can they stop, 
lest it harden, stick and burn. The poppies come in 
large balls, which are cut in half, and the seeds are ex- 
tracted, mixed with hot water from the bright ewers at 
hand. Thicker, juicier, ropier, grows the stuff under the 
swinging brush, till it resembles rich molasses. From 
5:30 o'clock a.m. till 2 p.m. constitutes the coolies’ day, 
with a short rest for chow in the early morning. For this 
day’s work at the opium forge each man receives 30 
cents, Mexican, or 15 cents of United States money. lu 
an adjoining room the stuff is deftly ladeled from a 
mammoth basin, which holds many gallons, and is 
dropped into cans of the size of a mustard box. With 
delicate scales it is weighed, and any deficit in the re- 
quired amount is made good. It is then sealed and 
packed, ready for the great export trade to all corners 
of this foolish old world, a costly, deadly poison, which 
sends the smoker to that Lethe that drowns all care, but 
which enslaves him in its galling yoke, and numbs him 
to all future use—the doom of the East and the menace 
of the West. Not always satisfied with the smoker's 
little pills, the optum fiend reserves another quality for 
eating, a habit which corresponds to the gum chewing 
of the white man. | 


Silk manufacture is another busy industry of Macao. 
In the long sheds whirl the noisy wheels from 6:30 a.m. 
till 5:30 p.m. Here three hundred “girls” eke out ex- 
istence, and the said girls are shriveled grandmas; they 
are mothers with babies on the back or at the breast, 
and they are children not ten years old. A day's work 
for the deft fingers and keen sight brings them 10 cents, 
Mexican, or 5 cents of our money. Chow is furnished 
at noon and at night, for which each worker has her 
meal ticket, and a wrinkled old crone creé@ps to each 
spinner, with a bow! of brown mystery, welcome to the 
girls, but most unappetizing in sight and smell to the 
fastidious stranger. The workers sit at their benches 
before long tables, and each has her bowl of boiling 
water set into the table surface. Here scores of cocoons 
are bobbing and floating. To the uninitiated they all 
look alike, but the quick eye and practiced hand readily 
detect a flaw, as the busy fingers fly along the fuzzy balls, 
and a pair of chopsticks winnows the rubbish and throws 
out the offending members. A large proportion is cast 
away, but from each remaining ball a slended whife fiber 
is drawn off, so fine that the untrained eye can barely 
trace it, til] it passes through a wee hole in a brass disk, 
and finds its mate. Other delicate threads join the 
traveling couple, and they pass in union to the revolving 
wheels, which whirl them into the glossy skein. In the 
winding-room nimble fingers draw the long skeins from 
the bar, and with fascinating speed twist it from short 
bamboo rods. With a twirl of the hand it ie doubled, and 
a long brass hairpin pulls a Gordian knot in one end, and 
the soft shiny skeins are packed in the tray for export 
to old Canton, whose dingy looms, with aid of human hand 
and foot, will weave those famous, fascinating fabrics, 
over which the foreigner gloats and the native glories. 


The Omnipresent Cracker. 


No matter how plentiful ie powder, the small boy will 
ever exult in the din of the noisy cracker, and the restful 
quiet of Macao is often broken in odd corners by the 
ragged shot of this explosive, which is the dear delight 
of the Chinese. Its manufacture brings another large 
revenue to the Portuguese. To the powder factory no 
stranger finds entrance, for fear of disaster, but young 
and old may share in the external strokes, and making 
the tubes is a simple process of rolling thick brown pa- 
per, which is covered with red, and resembles a cigar- 
ette. In vast quantities they are turned out, and framed 
into hexagons with the aid of a bit of wood, which holds 
them firmly in place. With steel spikes children spear 
the tubes to make place for string and powder. The re- 
sulting mass is a honeycomb, exactly like a flattened 
bees’ nest. Often the hexagons are inclosed in paper, and 
old women or mere infants, holding three or four wooden 


spikes, probe the holes with lightning speed. Hundreds 


of hexagons lie drying in the sun, and are then sent to 
the factory for filling. Little boys pile up the finished 


But skillfully the strings are 
drawn and tightly wound, so that not a cracker escapes, 
as the cord twists them into a stiff, compact mass. When 
they are done into packages, coarse fingers wrap them

The Fan-Tan Rooms.

The lowest sum which 
could be played was 20 cents. The highest was $1009. 
Mexican. Between these limits was every variety of risk. 
One little man, in greasy blouse, whose very pigtail 
bespoke poverty, bet 86 cents of his last dollar. lost. and 
received his change of 14 cents. He gathered up his pen- 
nies and slid out of the door like a dark phantom, prob- 
ably to risk this last bit of capital at a lower house. An 
aristocrat in violet brocade was raking in hundreds. He 
placed them again. with hundreds more from his long 
sleeves, and for him or for the bank was great gain or 
heavy loss. Luck etood in with the bank, which scooped 
up the funds, while the player stolidly slid down from 
the stool and crept through the back door. The Russian 
officer opposite had last $400, but he played grimly on. 
staking only small sums of the little that remained to 
him, occasionally winning a bit, which fanned the lamp 
of hope to life again. 


The good luck of the player's first toss is proverbial. 
He always wins, and the fascination gets into his bone 
and he plays on and on, invariably losing after that first 
beguiling stroke, but always positive that the tide must 
turn again for him. It is a fatal and bewildering hope. 
The bank has three chances to one for the player, and 
the bank always takes 8 per cent. of all gains for the 
privilege of playing, and so it is practically solid. Fan- 
tan does not admit of skill or trick. It is all luck, pure 
and simple, a clear and open case of chance. All night 
and all day the games are running. Six hours the cron- 
pier mechanically groups the cash in fours, then he 
and his colleagues are relieved by another staff. 

Thus four relays of men run the bank through twenty- 
four hours. The most perfect order invariably prevails. 
A wise old watchman, always on the alert, would sound 
his policeman’s whistle at the least disturbance, and 
the dens are noted for their good behavior.

ANTARCTIC PERILS. 


TRYING OrDEALS EXPERIENCED BY MEMBERS 
OF THE SoutH POLE EXPEDITION. 


[ London Express:] There landed at Plymouth yester- 
day from the New Zealand Shipping Company's steamer 
Paparoa two sailors, wlio are the firat to arrive in Eng- 
land from the expedition to the South Pole, and who are 
due in London today. 

One was on board the Discovery, and the other served 
on the relief ship Morning, and both relate some excit- 
ing experiences encountered in the regions of perpetual 
ice and snow. | 

One of them, named Hare, is a native of New Zealand, 
and tells of a remarkable adventure which befell him 
while away with a party from the Discovery. 

Separated from his companions, he was lost in a fierce 
blizzard for forty-six hours. When overcome by ex- 
posure and exhausted by fatigue, he fell into a hole. 
slept under the snow for thirty-six hours, then managed 
to locate the position of the Discovery, and returned, 
without even as much as a frostbite, to the ship, where 
he had been given up as dead, two search parties having 
failed to trace him. 

The only sign of vegetation seen by the Discovery’s 
crew was some mustard and cress grown by several of 
the officers on a blanket with Antarctic soil. 

The Morning, which, after four months in the Antarc- 
tic, arrived at Lyttelton Harbor, New Zealand, a few 
days before the Paparoa left, last March, reported (says 
Reuter) that when she first sighted the Discovery there 
was ten miles of fast ice between them. She left the Dis- 
covery lying snugly in a well sheltered spot, and her men 
were blasting the ice to force a passage. 

They were all looking very thin as the result of the 

hardships they had undergone, and when the relief ship 
| arrived some of them were almost unrecognizable, and 
‘all of them had aged considerably. 

The Morning's crew, interviewed in New Zealand, 
; stated that often they found the heat of the pbrpetual 
sun oppresstve, and that they actually became sunburnt. 

It was a curious experience passing Christmas and the 
New Year in perpetual daylight, and at midnight to play 
cards on deck wiih the sun beating down. Later on,

_by faint shadows, like twilight.

How ro MAKE CHERRY Pi, CHERRY 
POLY, CHERRY DUMPLINGS, ETC.

From the time that a sudden burst of bloom tram 
forms the bare branches of the garden cherry 
into a billowy mass of fragrance until the last dead Fim 
cluster of fruit is gleaned from the topmost branch 
bird or boy, the cherry is a delight to eye and pala 
alike.

Girls have been running to 
bead chains for some time. Such pretty color effects can 
be obtained in them, and they are so cheap that the sum- 
mer girl could have two or three chains, if she liked, of 
the prettiest and most attractive shades of blue and 
green, and in all different sizes and shapes of beads. 
Then, occasionally, there was a girl lucky enough to-get 
a real Indian chain, not of strung beads, but of small 
ones, woven; and if she had a belt to match, she con- 
sidered herself a fortunate young woman. : 
That is what bas been, but now the girls are goin

This has become possible because a practical, reproduc- 
tion of the Apache woman's primitive loom has been 
made, and with it come any number of patterns and the 
materials for a couple of chains or belts.

There are not more colors in the spring and summer 
dress goods than there are in these beads.

ent colors. It only depends upon a girl’s taste to produce 
the prettiest of color effects. As in other things, the 
simplest are the best. A green and white combination 
for chain and belt, woven in a Grecian design, to be 
worn with all white gowns, or with green and white, is 


ing something for an older woman, of if she herself affects 
the two plain tones, which are always smart. Then, too, 
she can produce Roman effects with many colors. . 
There are different widths in Grecian designs in the 
patterns, stars, crosses and diamonds, and combinations 
of all of these. The outfit for the work consists of a 
small loom, five bunches of different colored beads, a 
package of twenty-five weaving needles, a spool of 
linen thread for the warp, and a dozen patterns. This 
outfit will cost $2. A single loom costs $1, and the be- 
ginner may select patterns and beads at choice. 
Weaving is easy and pleasant. Rapid progress is 
made, and a piece can be finished in a day. The threads 
are cut to the proper length and requisite number, two 
or three for a narrow chain, or eighteen or twenty-four 
for a belt. These form the warp of the article to be 
made. The ends are tied together and held firmly in 
place under a clamp in the middle of the board frame- 
work of the loom. The threads are then carried under 
and over a spool at one end of the loom, over two frets, 
which are notched, each thread of the warp being car- 
ried through a separate notch, which holds it out to its 
proper width. The threads are finally carried over a 
second spool at the other end of the loom, and through

The secret of the invention is the retention of heat by 
using a heat-retaining filler, and a compound that is an 
absolute non-conductor of heat. Food cannot be frien, 
broiled or roasted in this device. It should be found 
very useful in keeping water and other fluids hot for 
many hours in hospitals or sick rooms without giving 
out heat.

Advertising Specialists. | 
A CORRESPONDENT who advertises extensively as a 

specialis: for diseases of men, writes to The Times com- 
plaining about an article recently published in this depart- 
ment in reply to a correspondent who inquired regarding 
sexual troubles—or supposed troubles. Complaint is 
made in regard to the reference to specialists who ad- 
vertise to treat this class of ailment. The correspondent 


| genito-urinary organs of men is as honorable and legiti- 
mate as that of any physician in the world. Granted 
thst it is—or should be. | 

The correspondent says further: “There are dishonest 
doctors and quacks advertising in my specialty the same 
as in any other line of business. There are 
also thousands of ignorant: dishonest faktrs in 
the medical profession.” The comparison is pot 
altogether fair. Probably not more than 10 per 
cent of the regular physicians of the country are “ig- 
norant, dishonest fakers,” whereas it is an unfortunate 
fact that at least 90 per cent. of those who advertise to 
cure men of sexual troubles are ignorant or dishonest. 
or both, making a practice of first arousing the fears 
of their patients, and then extracting from them the 
last dollar they possess, or are willing to give up. in 
reply to this article complained of by the correspondent. 
a score of communications have been received from 
readers of The Times, who have been victimized by so- 
called specialists. It may be granted that there are 


this class of work, and that the writer of this communi- 
cation is one, but they have to bear the onus of the 
fact that they are in a great minority, as compared 
with the other kind. The proper thing for them to 
instead of complaining to the papers, would be to set 
their own house in order by agitating for stricter laws 
to regulate the practice of medicine, and by combining 
to prosecute and punish those who bring disgrace upon 
a noble profession. 

As to the practice of advertising by physicians, which 
this corre-pondent appears to think the editor of this 
department is against, he is altogether wrong. State- 
ments have frequently appeared in this department 
showing the folly of a system of medical ethics that 
tor Nds advertising for pay, while it permits physicians 
to get all the free advertising they can, in the shape 
of deathead notices, when they are employed by notable 
people, or in celebrated cases. 

The object of this department of The Times is to com- 
bat the drug fallacy of treatment, and to teach the public 
that there is only one true method of curing disease, 
namely, by adhering to the laws of nature. It is not 
to be supposed that a majority of the physicians wil! 
regard such an idea with much enthusiasm, but then. 
when people learn the better way, the physician will 
not be abolished. Instead of being merely an administerer 
of drugs, as he chiefly is at present, he will become, a3 
im the olden times, an adviser, teaching people the law< 
of nature, and how to follow them. When this day come< 
it will be hailed with relief by many conscientious phy- 
sicians, who are now forced, against their will, to pander 
to the prevailing fallacy. 

The correspondent also refers to the fact that mention 
has been made on several occesions in this department 
of a little book by R. A. King. entitled “Helps to 
| Health and Purity,” published by the Personal Help 
Publishing Company of Des Moines, Iowa, at the price 
of 50 cents. It is true, and there is MNkely to be further 
mention in the department of this book, or of any others 
that are equally valuable. It should be circulated by 
hundreds of thousands among men. It is a book that 
is not written for revenue, but for the philanthropic pur- 
pose of warning young men against unscrupulous quacks. 
who prey upon their fears and drive them to insanity 
or suicide.

ally repeated certain words after the inventor. 
At the end of the test, however, Mr. Hptchison, turning 
to the spectators, said: “I am skeptical about Hodgscn's 
hearing, for I believe that he does not hear, but simply 
feels the sound.” There was no assertion made by Mr. 
Hutchison, or any one connected with the Hutchison 
Acoustic Company, that Mr. Hodgson had heard, sim- 
Ply because he was the better judge of the matter. That 
the other subjects, who, to all practical intents were ab- 
solutely deaf, did hear, every one present at the demon- 
stration is perfectly convinced. , . 

Further, it is not true that the “acousticon” is the 
old “akouphone,” altered and improved and given the 
new name.” More than two years ago, Mr. Hutchison 
severed his connection with the Akouphone company. 
Since that time, his work has been along greatly differ- 
ent lines, devoted only to the perfection of his present 
instruments, which are his first perfected ones and which 
differ very materially from the “akouphone.” 

Tt has never been by Mr. Hutchison that the 
“acousticon” will make everyone hear, and the fact that 
the instrument has to be adjusted to each case more 
carefully even than glasses for the eye, should be con- 
clusive proof that it is not being sold broadcast as a 
panacea for any and all degrees -and conditions of deaf- 

In the demonstration parlors, when they are opened, 
there will be several “acousticons” set at different adjust- 
ments so that if one does not meet the needs of a par- 
ticular case another will. At any rate, before an instru- 
ment is purchased, it will be so adjusted as to make the 
patient hear. If this cannot be accomplished, an instru- [ 
ment will not be sold, as the Hutchison Acoustic Com- 
pany does not care to accept money from any one unless 
it gives value received therefor. 7 

The delay in the manufacture of the “acousticon” 
Is due partly to the fact that certain parts which must 
fit to a nicety have not been obtained up to this time, 
and partly to the fact that this company is now busily 
engaged in filling orders for the “massacon,” which is 
an instrument that can be used both by physicians and 
patients, and is a treatment for catarrhal deafness. 
However, the company expects shortly to begin the man- 
ufacture of the acousticon“ and to establish agencies in 
all large cities of this country, where demonstration par- 
lors will be opened. At these parlors the deaf will have 
ample opportunity to test both the “massacon” and the 

, “acousticon” as much as they choose, before purchasing. 
In addition to this we. may say that this company not 
only is not trying to “defraud” the deaf of their “hdrd- 
earned dollars” for “old humbugs,” etc., etc.. but later 
will establish an endowment fund the interest on which 
will be spent in providing with “acousticons” those deaf 
persons who are too poor to purchase one, and who are 
worthy.

Insomnia. 


L. G. writes from Avalon, Catalina Island, for infor- 
„mation as to the best means of curing insomnia and 
nervousness. Catalina is about the last place from 
which one would expect to receive an inquiry of this 
kind. In the judgment of the editor of this department, 
the atmasphere of that place is a great sleep promoter. 

In order to cure insomnia, the whole nervous system 
must be toned up, not by drugs, which merely give tem- 
porary relief, but by strict attention to hygiene. Sea 
bathing is highly beneficial in such cases. Take effough 
exercise in the open air daily to induee moderate fatigue. 
Let the last meal of the day be light and digestible, 
avoiding tea and coffee at that time. If you smoke ex- 
cessively, cut it down to two or three cigars a day. 
Adopt the no-breakfast plan. Make a practice of deep 
breathing whenever you are in the fresh air. At night, 
before retiring, rub the body over thoroughly with a 


olive oil, washing it off in the morning. 
If you cannot sleep at night, do not attempt to force 
nature, but make yourself believe that you have no 
particular desire to sleep, for sleep is something like a 
woman—if you woo it, it will be coy, while if you show 
indifference it will often come to you. Read for a time 
some light literature. If you wake up in the middle of 
the night, get up and walk around in the cool air for a 
couple of minutes. It is also a good idea on waking dur- 
ing the night to think of your last dream, and follow 
out the plot which appears to induce a somnolent con- 
dition of the mind. ; | |

Pineapples.

Why I ask is that I have often heard 
of its being recommended in cases of diphtheria and 
throat affections, and it seems it might have good re- 
sults in some cases of stomach troubles. Can you tell 
me what its properties are, and why it is used in 
throat thotibles?” 
From time to time articles have appeared in hygienic 
publications recommending the use of pineapples as a 
cure for diphtheria. There have also been published 


powerful solvent of food, especially of the fibrin of meat, 
acting more effectually than pepsin. If this is true, it 
probably explains how the pineapple works in diph- 
theria, by dissolving the membranes in the throat. The 
editor of this department has no knowledge of the 
hygienic effects of this fruit. It is, however, a simple

The fact is that cloudiness of urine, or slight sediment 
therein, may arise from quite a number of other causes 
besides that of kidney disease, such as indigestion or 
congestion of the liver, or a sudden chill, with stop- 
page of the perspiration. On the other hand, there are 
some forms of kidney disease in which the patient passes 
large quantities of urine as clear as water. 

There ought to be some law to reach fellows who 
scare nervous people with such exaggerated and untrue 
statements. It is bad enough for them to poison the 
public with their drugs, but they should at least be pre- 
vented from shocking every susceptible person who 
looks over the pages of a daily paper. 
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Wine Baths. 


Te following story, from an exchange, leads to the 
inquiry as to what may de done by these economical 
Frenchmen with the wine after it has been used by the 
“common folks:” | 

An American traveler, in the streets of Paris, seeing 
the words, “Wine-baths given here,” exclaimed: — 

“Well, these French are a luxurious people!” 

Then, feeling that he could afford whatever anyone 
else did, he walked in and demanded a wine- bath.“ 

Feeling .wonderfully refreshed after it, dnd having to 
pay five francs, he asked, in some astonishment, how 
a wine-bath could be afforded so cheaply. His able at- 
tendant, who had been a siave in Virginia, and enjoyed 
a aly bit of humor, replied:

The paintings, which appear to have been drawn a 
one model, are primitive portrayals of a gigantic mem 
dressed in a garment with sleeves. That is why they 
are mysterious. There are plenty of aboriginal draw 
ings throughout Australia, but they are invariably 
studies of the nude.

Mexican laborers were therefore 
employed and a ditch dug to an adjacent underground 
stream. This main ditch is one and one-fourth miles 
in length, and conveys more than sufficient water to irri- 
gate the entire tract of land. The excavation of the 
ditch and the building of a reservoir cost a little less 
than $1000. The soil, like all of the land in this vicin- 
ity, is light and loamy in character, easily plowed and 
not as difficult to place in condition for irrigation as a 
like number of acres of land would be to plow in the 
spring in the East. It must be remembered that our 
irrigated lands are almost as level as barn floors. The 
very nature of irrigation precludes the possibility of cul- 
_tivating the side bills with which the New England 
| farmer is familiar. Grubbing and the complete work of 
| placirg the entire tract in condition was accomplished 
within the short space of three months. That was six 
years ago.

Southern California Asphalt. 


B. BREESE recently had an article in the Las 

„Angeles Oil and Finance on the production of 
natural asphalt in California, from which the following 
is an extract: 

“At Carpinteria, in Santa Barbara county, the so-called 
asphalt deposits are covered with detritus and overlie 
a bleached shale, the interstices of which, however, are 
filled with asphaltum. The deposits are from ten to 
twelve feet thick, and are nearly horizontal. In the bed

~of the old excavations, oozing through the shale, are now 


seen small geysers of viscous asphaltum, being almost 
pure bitumen. 3 

“One of the solid asphaltums when taken from the 
ground is brown, owing to its porous condition (caused 
by the evaporation of the petrolene (a light-gravity, oily 
substance, of a brownish black color,) and melts at 245 
deg. Fahr. When it is melted, it becomes black, or 
blackish green. Another asphaltum, when taken from 
the ground is black in color, shaded with brown or red 
and dark green when sulpbur is present. When puri- 
fied it assumes an indigo blue reflection. It is opaque, 
scentiess, tasteless and fragile, breaking with a conchoidal 
fracture, which has a glassy brilliancy. At ordinary 
temperature it ie readily reduced to a powder. In a 
condition of extreme subdivision it takes a brownish 
It melts at about 105 deg to 108 deg. Cent. 

“East of Zaca Creek in Santa Barbara county is a de- 
posit of bituminized sand. This sandstone is, when not 
eroded, nearly three hundred feet in thickness, and like 
a mantle covers a large part of the territory between 
the Santa Maria and Santa Ynez rivers, the Pacific 
Ocean and the Alamopintado Creek, being some 600 
equare miles.

equanimity. The young official, who 
had a wife and two chlidren, refused to 
carry out these instructions, and was 
told that he must obey orders or be dis- 
missed from the public service. He re- 
plied that. nothing would induce him 
to be a traitor to his own countrymen, 
and in due course his name was re- 
moved from the list of state officials, 
involving the loss of a salary of $2500 
per annum and a pension of $1000 a 
year when he retired. 

He accepted the loss with courage 
and set about to earn his living by 
other means. He obtained a position 
as a teacher, but Russian officialdom 
intervened and induced the managers 
of the school to dismiss him. He moved 
to a larger town and found a position 
as clerk in an insurance office, where 
he had to work hard for $8 a week. 
Russian offictaldom pursued him and 
brought pressure to bear on his new 
employers, who had to choose between 
@ismissing him and getting into 
trouble with the all-powerful masters 
of the country. They chose to Save 
their own skins, and the young man 
was once more face to face with desti- 
tution. 

He found other positions, each one 
more modest than the last, but always 
the Russians were after him, and al- 
ways he lost his place through their 
pitiless enmity. He came te Helsing- 
fors, hoping to evade them here. A 
sympathetic friend found him a post 
in an office, but he had not been at 
work 48 hours before there came an 
order from the police directing him to 
leave Helsingfors within a day on the 
ground that his presence there was a 
danger to the public welfare. 
to the headquarters of the police and 
begged for mercy, but his petition was 
rejected without a hearing. He wrote 
to the General Governor, and was 
waiting for an answer when Russian 
gendarmes came to arrest him de- 
cause he had overstayed the limit of 
time allowed him in the decree of ex-. 
pulsion. . 

He was taken to prison and his wife 
and children were left destitute in their 
garret lodging, so that the thought of 
their sufferings unmanned him as he 
lay in his lonely cell. He was brought 
up for trial and sentenced to a fort- 
night's imprisonment for remaining in 
Helsingfors after he had been legally | 
expelled. He went to prison, and in 
the meantime one of his children died 
of starvation. Both his wife and his 
one remaining child were sick when he 
came out, with renewed orders to leave 
the town within 24 hours. He went to 
police headquarters again and ex- 
plained that in consequence of the 
iliness of his wife and child they could

that he could not well leave them in 


such a condition. The answer that he 
received was that the iliness of his 
wife and child did not concern the law, 


and that he must leave the town 
within 24 hours or take the conse- 
quences. 


He decided to take the consequences, 
and was sitting by the bedside of his 
two dear ones when the gendarmes 
came again to arrest him. In his de- 
spair he resisted them, and this time 
he was sentenced to one month’s im- 
prisonment for the second offense. 
When he was led back to his cell the 
thought of his sick wife and child at 
home drove him into a frenzy of de- 
spair, so that he threw himself against 
the walls and beat his head against 
the iron door in a vain hope of burst- 
ing into freedom. 
Meanwhile the shock of seeing her 
husband forcibly dragged from her 
bedside had worked most unfavorably 
on the wife, and she died some days 
later, more the results of im- 
proper treatment and poor nourish- 
ment than from the disease itself.

WITHOUT BENEFIT OF LAW. 
Two Finas who were the most harm- 
less of adherents of the Finnish cause 
have just paid the 
opinions at Ostermark, in the province 
of Wasa. One of them is a doctor of 
medicine an! tre other is his -wife. 
They took ne active part in propagat- 
ing resistance to Ruestia, but they 
subscribed to Finnish and Swedish 
newspapers devoted to the cause of 
Finnish nationalism, and in a quiet 
way they were known to regard with 
sorrow the metbods employed by Rus- 
sia to subjugate Finland. On various 
occasions they subscribed money in 


aid of fellow-countrymen who had 
suffered for the cause of their 
race, and in one case, they had 


rendered personal assistance to some 


friends of theirs’ who had been victims 3 


of Russian persecution. 

This combination of crimes sufficed 
to bring about their arrest and trial 
on a charge of conspiring against the 
authority of the Czar. They refused 
to abjure their sentiments, and the 
doctor was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment, while his delicate wife 
was condemned to spend one month 
among the criminal and fallen in the 
jail of the nearest town. Their means 
of living will have vanished by 
time the doctor comes out of prison, 
and they will be forced to swell the 
number of expatriated Finns who have 
sought happiness across the sea.

DUMMY NAMES 
ON PAY ROLLS. 


Systematic Robbery of the 
Pacific Electric. 


Trusted Men Engaged in Steal of 
_ Huntington’s Money. 


a 


Ten Arrests Made and More to 
Follow— Thousands of 
Dollars Involved. 


— 


A conspiracy involving the theft of | 
thousands of dollars from the Pacifle | 
Electric Railway Company was 
brought to light yesterday afternoon, 
when the time came for paying off. 
Ten arrests were made and warrants 
are out for a number of other men, 
some of them heretofore trusted em- 
ployés of the company, who have taken 
advantage of an opportunity to secure 
a large amount of the company's cash. 
How much has been pald out as a re- 
sult of the fraudulent combination is 
not known; but it is certain that the 
amount is large and that between 
twenty and thirty persons are involved. ' 

Most of the parties to this big steal | 
are ignorant Mexican laborers. Some | 
of them are of the tough element, who) 
have repeatedly been arrested, for it 
better suited the purpose of the con- 
spirators to secure the assistance eof 
those who would ask no questions and 
who had no scruples as to how their 
money came. It is probable that some | 
of this class simply did what they | 
were told to do and upon their evi- 
dence will depend the conviction of the 
rascals who, holding responsible posi- 
tions, betrayed thelr trusts, became 
thieves and were caught at it. 

The officials of the company had 
several weeks that the 
company was being robbed systematic- 
ally by a combination of its own em- 
ployés, and there was more than a 
suspicion as to whom some of them 
were; but so well had the conspirators 
covered up their tracks thai it was 
impossible for a time to secure evi- 
dence which would justify arresting 
those who were suspected. In order 
to secure this evidence the company 
secured the services of Detective John 
J. Shields and other officers, and placed 
them at work on the case. 

DUMMY WORKMEN. 

It was an old game of putting dummy 
names on the company's pay rolls and 
the employment of certain persons to 
represent the names when the time 
came to pay. Such a game has been 
frequently worked on many corpora. | 
tions, especially those who employ a4 
large number of laborers. In order to, 
operate it successfully several 7 
had ‘to be parties to the conspiracy. | 
First the man or men who kept the | 
time of the laborers had te certify to 
the office that such and such persons 
had worked a certain number of days. 
Somebody in the company’s office had 
to make the proper entry of this certi- 
fication, and through the pay depart- 
ment the false entry had to be regu- 
larly followed and the money placed 
to the credit of the person whose name 
was falsely given. Still another step 
was necessary. The conspirators had 
to secure some person who would pre- 
sent himself at the pay window‘on pay 
day throut ei false identification, secure 
the money alleged to be due the im- 
‘aginary person and then turn that 
money over to the conspirators, to be 
by them divided.

Woman Suspected in Mills 
Murder Mystery. 


New and Important Clews Come 
lo the Surface 


Aciual Assassins Were ‘Two Men 
and Were Seen Coming. 
from the House. 


It is practically certain that two 
men were implicated in the murder of 
George L. Mills, manager of the Syn- 
dicate Loan Company, whose mutilated 
body was found in the house at No. 
821 West Sixteenth street, nearly two 
months ago, 

But in the background somewhere is 
a woman, whose mind, dark with the 
thoughts of vengeance, first conceived 
the terrible crime. 

After tireless work on the case, con- 
baffling that the local police have 
who have been following innumerable 
clews, have come to the above con- 
clusions. 7 

It was only yesterday that the po- 
lice learned that two well-described 
men were probably the actual murder- 
ers. This came through information 
given by William Share, a gardener liv- 
ing at No. 1487 Wright street. On the 
day that Mills disappeared, Share 
saw two men coming out of the Bun- 
drem house, where the murder was 
committed. 

It seems remarkable that Share did 
not give his information to the polke 


ered, He excuses himself by saying 
that none of the detectives called on 
him. As hie house is over two blocks 
from the seene of the crime, this does 
net seem at all unnatural. But at this 
late date Share says that he is posi- 
tive about having seen the two men 
and that there is no question about 
the day. 

The chief value of Shares story is 
that he took particular notice of

man's appearance, and says that he 
will be able to identify him. Herets- 


fore, had the police caught the right 
men, it is; doubtful if they could have 
convicted |them, owing to the lack of 
just the kind of evidence that Shere 
Says he is able to furnish.

PLAYS PIANO FRAUD * 
TO SAME OLD TUNE. 


ERTAIN of the reputabie plano 
C dealers of the city are np in arms 
against an unprincipled plano 
player—not a musician, who plays on 
the ivory keys to produce sweet 


famous names of pianos to delude a 


gullible public. 

The scheme, lately sprung in Los 
Angeles, is that of advertising for sale 
a piane of famous make at one-third 
the original price. “on account of death 
in the family,” or “because hastily 
called away.” When the prospective 
purchaser calls, lured by the adver- 
tisement of a Steinway, Weber, Knabe 
or other standard plano. he or she finds 
a cheap stencil instrument—many 
people do not recognize this, however 
—and upon expressing surprise that it 
is not one of the famous makes, as 
advertised, the suave owner explains 
that he telephoned the advertisement 
to the paper, and that a mistake was 
made in the name, but that “this ts 
just as fine a piano.” 

Whereupon the faker produces a 
fraudulent bill of sale, bearing the 
billhead of some music concern, set- 
ting forth that the instrument coast 
from several hundred to $1000, as the 
case may be Owing to death in the 
family, a hasty call to Canada, or some 
other eq@ally harrowing misfortune, 
the musical treasure will be  sacri- 
ficed for—well, about $250, or $300, or 
sometimes more, according to the 
original price quoted in the bill of 
sale. 

One af the persons who paid «„ 
double price for a cheap piano to this | 
faker ts H. F. Drusill, who, it is | 
said, intends to prosecute the fellow | 
on the charge of obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses. Many others who 
have been lured to the address given 
l the advertisement, but who refused |

to be trapped. have complained to the 
repatable music houses of the city. 

The faker has vo far operated from 
bourding-houses along or near Hill 
street-—or rather, the fakers, for there 
ure two, who advertise pianos alter- 
nate weeks. 

When the scheme was first sprung 
the Steinway name was used in the 
advertisements. A member of the 
George J. Birkel Company. local agenis 
for this make of instrument, called at 
th address given to see if the piano 
was worth purchasing, and upon being 
told the oid story of the “wrong name 
in the ad.“ immediately 
fraud, and warned the owner of the 
cheap piano that If the Steinway name 
were used again by him in an uttempt 
to defraud, he would be prosecuted. 
The man did not deny his purpose in 
advertising as he did, but based the 
matter off by saying that ft was a 
harmless deviee, often employed in 
other parts of the country. 

After this warning the fakir substi- 
tuted “Weber” for “Steinway” in his 
advertisement, and now the Barilett 
Music, Company is after his scalp for 
using the name of the high-grade in- 
struments which they handle. This 
class of bunco men has been success- 
fully prosecuted in the East on the 
charge of selling pianos without a l 
cense, and if the faker and his ac. 
complice now operating here cannot be 
reached on more serious charges, they 
will be attacked along this Ine. 

Inquiry of Sherman, Clay & Co. of 
San Francisco by local dealers brings 
the information that the pair operated 
hii San Francisco until exposed in the 
press, While George J. Birkel was

The suggestion has been made 
that the Grand Army of the Repubiic 
ritualistic eeremonies for Memorial 
2 be abolished, and a new 
Service instituted that shall a 
without distinction to the heroes tnd 
Wore the blue and to the men who 
Wore the gray, omitting Aneceggarily) 
the lessons of patriotism which gre an 
essential part of the Memorial Day 
ceremonial under the auspices of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and mak- 
ing the day simply one of commemora- 
tion for the Union and the Confederate 
dead, indiscriminately. 7 

This suggestion is utterly imprac- 
ticable, and aitogether undesirable. 
The proposed change would not be ac- 
ceptable to any consjderable number of 
members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and the probabilities are that 
it would be equally distasteful to sur- 
vivors of the Confederate army. We 
do not say, in saying this, that the bit- 
terness of the old war days, and the 
years immediately following the war, 
is still alive or ought to be kept alive. 
Far from it. The animosities of the 
war have disappeared, for the most 
part, on both sides. Little trace of 
bitterness remains. The people of the 
North and those of the South unite 
in many cases on Memorial Day in 
strewing flowers impartially upon the 
graves where repose the fallen of both 
great armies. All this is creditable to 
It is 
harmony with the spirit of the time, 
and with the patriotic good-fellow ship 
which should subsist. and which does 
subsist, between citizens of our com- 
mon country, whether resident in the 
South, the North, the East, or the 
West. 

This is one thing—and it is a good 
thing. It is quite another thing to pro- 
pose a modification of the Grand Army 
of the Republic ceremonial for Memo- 


‘rial Day, or the merging of that or- 


ganization with any other and less pa- 
triotic organization in the conduct of 
its sacred service for the dead. There 
is nothing objectionable to any pa- 
triotic citizen in the least degree, in 


| the present Grand Army of the Repub- 


lic ceremonial, or in the purposes of 
the organization. The ceremonial be- 
longs distinctively to that organiz:- 
tion, and there is no good reason for 
changing it. No change is desirable 
which would tend in any remote sense 
to break down the unique character, 
the distinctiveness of the Grand Army 
of the Republic organization. Its Me- 
morial Day ceremonial ia beautiful and 
impressive. It inculcates lessons which 
should never be forgotten. It tends to 
inspire the young with a spirit of pa- 
triotism and loyalty. 

Matters are wen enough as they are. 
The dead of both great armies are 
fittingly and lovingly remembered on 
Memorial Day in all parts of ths coun- 
try. The tributes of love ond sorrow 
fall impartially upon the graves of all, 
and the sincere good-fellowehip of a 
united people inspires the action. Mem- 
bers of the Grand Army of th? Repub- 
lic share this feeling in the fullest de- 
gree; but it is asking altogether too 
much of them to expect them to give 
up their Memorial Day ceremonial. To 
do so would be self-stultification and

The celebration: of Memorial Day 
would de hollow and meaningless tf 
the glorification of the cause for which 
loyal men fell were to be cut out of the 
speeches, the songs and the cere- 
monials.

HE CURSE OF MILITARISM. 

Some remarkable stories of out- 
rageous coiduct on part of army om- 
cers are ieceived, every once in a while, 
from Germany, and cause Americans 
to wonder how a highly-intelligent peo- 
ple like the Germans can 


affairs for any length of time. 
answer probably is that they are so 
proud of, their magnificent army that 
they are willing to overlook such oc- 
currences. However, the limit of en- 
durance appears to have been nearly. 
reached, to judge from comments that 
have appeared jn some of the more in- 
dependent papers of the Fatherland, 
regarding recent outrages of an ex- 
ceptionally brutal kind. 

A short time.ago the dispatches re- 
ported how a young naval ensign had 
deliberately run his sword through a 
private artilleryman, on the ground 
that the artilleryman had not saluted 
him properly. The trial of the ensign 
took place at Kiel, a few days ago, 
and excited much interest throughout 
the empire. He was sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment, and to degrada- 
tion. The most remarkable feature 
about the trial is the apparent inca- 
pacity of the accused to realize, in any 
degree, that he had done anything rash 
or improper. He affirmed that while 
he regretted the death of the artillery- 
man, he acted within the service in- 
structions, and that he was obliged, 
by honor, to compel obedience. He ad- 
mitted having put in his time after 
his arrest in discussing the different 
Classes of shoulder straps. <A letter 
was read, which he wrote to his 
mother, in the course of which he said: 

“God Almighty will not desert me, be- 
cause I only acted as 1 had to. If I 

punished I shall have the glad con- 
ousness of having maintained my 
honor unimpaired. It is after all the 
highest gift that a man I 
trust in my Redeemer, Jesus Christ. 

“My cell was opened this moment 
and my dinner was brought in. The 
My fellow-pricon- 
ers look with envy upon it. It is said 
that they lock up a man preparing to 
be an officer.” | 

The main lesson which Americans 
may derive from an example of this 
kind is the danger of militarism as 
it prevails in Germany, and, to a less 
extent, in some of the other countries 
of Continental Europe. It is not nec- 
essary to go to the other extreme. The 
United States must have the nucleus 
of an army, and an effective nucleus. 
We have shown the world, on more 
than one occasion, how rapidly such 
a nucleus can be made the rallying 
ground for a great body of en- 
thusiastic and competent soldiers, even 
though they may not be thoroughly 
en posted in all the latest red-tape 
regulations. This, however, is a very 
different thing from an immense stand- 
ing army, which withdraws for sev- 
erals years from youthful pursuits the 
flower of the nation, builds up an ar- 
rogant and overbearing class of offi- 
cials, and constantly threatens the 
peace of the world, because the 44- 
Vancement of these people depends 
upon the they have of dis- 
tinguishing themselves in active war- 
fare. To the professional army om. 
cer of Europe, a condition of peace is 
as unwelcome as is the absence of 
labor distuPbances to the professional 
@gitator. Hence, as we have said, 
militarism, as it exists in most of the 
countries of the continent of Europe, 
is a great curse. It is difficult, how- 
ever, to see how there is any ken 
hood of a change 80 long as European 
nations are so jealous and suspicious 
of each other. 


ECLARING FOR SOCIALISM. 

The convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners, in session at 
Denver, Colo., on June 4, reaffirmed the 

declaration of the same organi- 

gation in favor of Socialism. The 
press dispatches affirm that this result 
was reached “after a warm debate.” 
If so, the o ents of Socialism in the 
convention must have put up a lively 
fight against heavy odds, for the vote 
on the resolutions declaring fér S8o0- 
Clalism stood at 125 yeas to 20 nays. 
These resolutions conclude as follows: 
“Resolved, that the delegates of the 
Western Federation of Miners, in the 
eleventh annual convention assembled, 
reaffirm the political policy of the 
tenth anriual convention, believing that 
the principles enunciated by the B80- 
Cialist party willl make man the 
‘noblest work of God.“ woman the 
queen of home, and the child, the bud

The occurrence of a big exposition 
always brings to the front a creat many 
different schemes for money making. in 
connection therewith. Such a large 
concourse of people, most of them with 
money to spend, is an opportunity that 
is not likely to be overlooked by the 
enterprising and wideawake American, 
with ideas to burn. The Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition at St. Lou's next 
year promises to be, in several respects, 
the biggest thing of the kind ever seen. 
It will, indeed, be the “biggesi thing on 
earth.” The location of St. Louis, in 
the center of a thickly-populated seg¢- 
thon of the country, and the increased 
facilities for traveling, in the shape of 
electric railroads, insure an attend- 
ance at this exposition which will 
doubtless b all previous records. 

The editof of The Times has received 
a circular from the “Jerusaiem Ex- 
hibit Company” of St. Louls. It is 
addressed to “Dear Friend,” and starts 
as follows:

If so, read this let- 
ter carefully, and you will be amply 
repaid for your time and trouble.“

saiem, the Holy City, as it is today. 
The exhibit is to cover ten acres, which 
space has been allotted by the World's 
Fair management on a hill overlooking 
the grounds in the center of which it 
is. The brilliant prospects in store for 
those who are wise enough to secure 
stock in this corporation are set forth 
by the writer of the’ circular the 
following glowing language: 

“The stock of the Jerusalem Exhibit 
Company is divided into one million 
shares, of $1 each, full paid and non- 
assessable. Two hupdred and fifty 
thousand dollars have already been 
raised in the city of St. Louis alone, 
and this amount: will probably be 
dou Whether judged from a reli- 
gious, historical or & money-making 
standpoint, this exhibit will de the 
greatest of the kind ever conceived 
by the mind of man. Preachers wax 
eloquent over it from the pulpit; busi- 
ness men discuss it as a money-making 
enterprise and unqualifiedly approve 
it? statesmen enthusiastically indorse 
it. and every one who hears of it ex- 
claims: That is a splendid idea. An 
enormous attendance is already as- 
and the stock of the Jerusalem 
Exhibit Company will pay, on the very 
lowest calculation, 200 per cent. profit 
that is. you will get back for every 
dollar you invest. Just how we estimate 
this profit you will see by reading our 
prospectus, and you must admit that 
our figures are very conservative.“ 

It is announced, further, that at the 
close of the fair. the exhibit will oe 
taken down and shown in the principa! 
cities of the United States, Europe 
and Australia, where it is expected to 
earn more good money. 

Another circular inclosed, gives fac- 


similes of signatures of a score of dress for Miss McFilimsey, who has 


banking Institutions, which vouch for 
the reliability of the management of 
the enterprise, and refer to it as one of 


the grandest and most interesting and 


commendable features connected with 
the World's Fair.“ The Advisory Com- 
mittee, whose members’ names are 
printed on the circular, is composed of 
members of a score of religious denom- 
inations, also of the T. M. C. A. and Ep- 
worth League. 

The proposition is certainly original 
and daring. Whether or not it may 
be financially successful, is a question. 
Here is a fact not to de lost 
sight of, viz: No stock in any 
company is non-assessable’” under 
the law, unless fully paid up, and 
these enthusiastic projectors should 
have so stated in their prospectus. The 
enterprise will undoubtedly attract a 
large number of people who hold the 
Holy City in veneration but are never 
likely to have an opportunity to vijsit 


it. If only a small percentage of the 


Jews in the United States should make 
a pilgrimage to the new Jerusalem at 


St. Louis, it would insure a good divi-, 


dend on the stock, but the venture de- 
serves consideration for its novelty and 
historic interest rather than for its 
promise of profits. 5

GOVERNMENT WORKERS. 
What They Are and Their Prospects. 
ROADLY speaking. every. office 
holder and every one else, whe, di- 
rectly or indirectly, devotes any part 
or the whole of his time to thé work of 
the government, whether that gover"- 
ment be of the nation, of the State, of 
the county, of the city or of the town, Is 
a government worker, but the term 
government worker or government em- 
‘pioyé. commonly, applies to those other 
than political office holders. including 
the heads of government departments, 
and clerks and empioyés of every grade. 
and entirely exclusive of members of 
legislatures and of other elective of- 
ficials. 
The ecalary of a government employé 


Hiim Suc- 


ranges from a few dollars a week up to 


a year, comparatively few receiv- 
ing this higher figure. 

My those unfamilisr in the premises, 
the government clerk is often consid- 
ered as overpaid. Asa matter of fact, he 
is seldom, if ever, overpaid; very often 
underpaid, and even under a strict ad- 
herence to the civil-service rules of pro- 
motion his future financial success is 
very limited, indeed. 

Probabiy the salary of the average 
government employé is not in excess of 

a year, and he has little 
of teceiving more than 
amount. His work is almost always 
the routine kind. with little variation, 
‘and s?idom gives opportunity for the 
wee any talent save the practice of 
‘fai*-sulmess and correctness. He is a 
‘paz of a great machine, and only a 
part. He is not indispensable. An- 
other can take his place at a moment's 
notice, for the machine is eo great, the 
discipline so rigid, and the motion so 
overwhelming that he, at best, is but 
an insignificant factor, for there are 
really few significant factors. 

More than three-quarters of the gov- 
ernment clerks regret that they have 
entered the government's employ, and 
comparatively few men of ability are 
satisfied with their positions. 

The ordinary government employé 
has Ong advantage over the employé of 
commerce; for under the present civil- 
service system he is likely to hold his 
position permanently if he rename 

petent and faithful, . but unfor- 
tanately the high-salaried and better 
positions are not generally more than 
nominally controlled by the accepted 
rules of promotion, are frequently ma- 
nipulated by influence and politica) pull, 
ahd their incumbents are never certain 
of their promotions, and are liabie to Da 
transferred or thrown out altogether. 

The boy with ambition, competent to 
de more than clerical work, should 
keep away from the government. If he 
je methodical. faithful. and has only 
clerical capacity. he is, perhaps. better 
off in the employ of the government 
than he would be anywhere else. but if 
he is a live boy. with ambition and en- 
ergy. the government cierkship should 
offer him no inducement.

full share of the work. sooner or later 
becomes the typical governmental 
w er, gives himself up to his con- 
ditions and continues to exist. 

The objections here presented do not 
apply to the principal heads of great 
departments, for these positions are 
sometimes held by men of enormous ca- 
pacity and of pronounced public spirit. 
Wut unfortunately most of these places 
are appointive, and are seldom filled 
by risers from the government work- 
ere’ ranks. 

Probably not 1 per cent. of the post- 
masters throughout the country ever 
had any practical experience along the 
line of their work. were ap- 
pointed either because they were good 
business men, or for political reasons, 
generally for the latter. Occasionally a 
head clerk beeomes postmaster, but 
only occasionally. The heads of the 
great bureaus come almost invariably 
from the outside. 

The government employé, that ts, the 
average government clerk, has substan- 
tially no opportunity for more than 
clerical promotion, and he, even though 
faithful and deserving, may never rise 
more than a step or two from the low- 
est ranks. 

The government worker ts to an ex- 
tent outside of the world. He does not 
come in contact with men, conditions 
and things. True, he has less cause for 
anxiety, but this advantage is offset by 
the loss of 60 much which appeals to 
the ambition of manhood. , 

Nothing in this article must be con- 
strued as reflecting upon the army and 
navy, an entirely separate and“ distinct 
class of government workers, in every 
way different from those occupying 
governmental! clerical positions. 

Young men. unless you have to. go 
into something where ambition isn't 
handicapped at the start. Keep away 
from the government job. Don't sell 
your chances for a few extra dollars at 
the beeinnine of vour career.
